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Council ponders legacy 


Some council 
members think 
Chamber should 
be consulted prior to 
picking project

The legacy that will be left 
by the current town council is 
yet to be decided. 

On Monday night, the possi¬ 
bility of creating an interpre¬ 
tive kiosk and walking tour as 
a commemoration of the War 
of 1812 was presented as a 
possible legacy project for 
council. 

The recommendation out¬ 
lined that some sort of struc¬ 
ture would be built some¬ 
where in the town, to be 
accompanied by a walking or 
driving tour that would be 
available for download as a 
podcast or MP3 file on the 
town’s website. The kiosk and 
walking tour would be spon¬ 
sored by the town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake to commemorate 


the 200th anniversary of the 
War of 1812. 

The idea was met with some 
trepidation from council, who 
felt that not enough research 
had yet been put forward. 

Councillor Andrea Kaiser 
specifically felt that taking on 
such a project without input 
from the Chamber of 
Commerce would have coun¬ 
cil overstepping its bound¬ 
aries into the tourism sector. 

“Before we adopt this rec¬ 
ommendation, I think we need 
to talk to the people who are 
already working on projects to 
commemorate the war of 
1812, as well as our tourism 
partners,” she said. 

Lord Mayor Gary Burroughs 
expressed his major concern 
about the aesthetics of a 
potential kiosk. 

“I do think this is a good 
legacy project,” he said, “but I 
have a few questions. Who's 
going to maintain it? Who 
ensures there is no additional 
signage put up in the kiosk by 
other groups in the town and 
where is it going to go?" 

Director of Planning and 
Development Stephen 


Bedford assured the Lord 
Mayor and council that there 
would be no temptation for 
other groups to put up their 
own information in the kiosk, 
since it would be built as a siz¬ 
able edifice with nowhere for 
other advertisements to be 

Another large concern from 
council was the cost that 
would be incurred. 

“I have talked to Parks 
Canada and the museum and 
both have shown interest, 
along with a number of other 
partners, we would be able to 
piggyback with Parks Canada 
using some of their technology 
to create the tour” said 
Bedford. “We’re looking for 
approval for the recommenda¬ 
tion tonight as saying yes this 
is a good idea, yes we are 
going to start discussions 
about location and start mov¬ 
ing forward with this.” 

However, the decision was 
made to refer the recommen¬ 
dation back to the Chief 
Administrative Officer so he 
could gather more informa¬ 
tion and report back to council 
in regards to its concerns.

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Council hopeful values quality of life

A fresh face is hoping to 
take a seat at Niagara-on- 
the-Lake’s council table 
after the election this 
October. 

Jamie King is a longtime 
resident of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, a member of the 
friends of NDSS and is 
hoping he has exacdy what 
the new council needs to 
positively represent and 
impact the citizens of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

"I don't mind admitting 
that I've never pursued any 
elected office before, I've 
just never been bitten by 
the bug. I’ve always been 
involved with my commu¬ 
nity and it's my member¬ 
ship with the Friends of 
NDSS that has really 
inspired me,” he said. "I’ve 



realized that unless we 
speak up, someone else is 
going to and I'd really like 
to bring my passion and 
commitment to the town.” 

Although King has never 
before run for an elected 
position, he’s had more 
than enough contact with 


the realm of municipal pol¬ 
itics in his life, starting at a 
young age. One of his first 
memories of local politics 
was when he was a ten- 
year-old watching his 
grandfather, Bert King, act¬ 
ing as a member of council 
and as co-chair of the 
Bicentennial Committee in 
1981. 

He left to study Political 
Science and English at the 
University of Guelph, but 
returned to the town he 
loved to work and live. He is 
the father of two young 
boys who are attending 
Virgil Public School and 
currently holds the position 
of Senior Development 
Officer for the Faculty of 
Business at Brock 
University. 

Although he maintains 
that it is important to keep 
the NDSS issue on the 
radar, he believes it is about

more than just having a 
high school in the area. 

“We need to preserve and 
enhance the quality of life 
that we have here in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. I’m 
concerned because there is 
a number of external devel- 


which no doubt could be 
good for us, but we need to 
be careful,” he said. 

King views the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake quality of life 
as the experience that 
everyone expects to have 
when they are in the area, 
whether as a resident or a 
visitor. In order to preserve 
this quality of life. King 
believes in the importance 
of thinking local first. 

“A lot of people don’t talk 
about this concept of ‘One 
Niagara! I was at the forti¬ 
eth celebration for the 
region where Peter 
Partington spoke about the 
need for more regional gov¬ 
ernment and less local,” 
said King. “This concerns 
me, I believe that in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, we 
are such a unique place 
with such unique needs 
that we need to have strong 


That being said, King of 
course believes that region¬ 
al support is important and 
necessary, he simply feels it 
should be looked at from a 
local perspective. 

Although he formally 
submitted his nomination 
on Monday, many of his 
close friends and family 
already knew about his 
decision to run for council 
and have shown nothing 
but support. 

"I have a lot of respect for 
the people on council now, 
I think it's a difficult job 
and the current council has 
had to make some tough 
decisions,” he said. “I 
would be honoured to sit at 
that table and keep that 
company.”

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Children learn about bugs

They’re creepy, they’re 
crawly, they’re... fascinating? 

The resounding sentiment 
amongst those in attendance 
at the NOTL public library on 
July 16 for Mad Science's pre¬ 
sentations of Bugs! was that 
the bugs we encounter on a 
daily basis, and even those 
we're likely never to see, are 
more interesting than gross. 

With Mad Scientist Michael 
Hamilton donning his white 
lab coat and equipped with 
various glass-encased bugs as 
well as some props that allow 


the children to see through the 
eyes of an insect, the inter¬ 
twining of educating and 
entertaining was in full swing. 

"I try and push it a little bit 
beyond what we think a child 
is capable of understanding -1 
don’t think we give them 
enough credit,” said Hamilton 
of his methods. “Mad science 
is about introducing the fun, 
interesting component of sci¬ 
ence, where traditional cur¬ 
riculum is about the content 
and not the presentation - we 
try and entertain with educa¬ 
tion and I think we appeal to a 
different kind of student.” 

With Meteor Mike, 
Hamilton’s moniker when 
addressing the kids, flapping 
his arms to simulate wings and 
walking with his feet and 
hands at the same time to imi¬ 
tate the movements of insects, 
the interaction that accompa¬ 
nied the facts proved a suc¬ 


cessful combination in his 
efforts to teach the children. 

“I had a lot of fun and I 
learned a lot of interesting 
stuff," said 11 year old 
Alexandra Charvat, whose 
favourite fact of the day was 
that bugs are crunchy on the 
outside and squishy on the 
inside. 

Hamilton says that he has 
not found any kids who were 
grossed out by anything that 
can be found in his bugs pres¬ 
entation, and hopes that the 
kids walk away with a sense of 
awareness to what’s around 

“If kids take nothing else 
from any Mad Science pro¬ 
gram I think the best for them 
to take is that the world 

and all they have to do is pay 
attention to it and it will show 
them all the really cool things

The white enamel two-storey 
apartment-like bird house on a flag¬ 
pole overlooking Lake Ontario was 
intended to attract purple martins 
to reduce the mosquito population. 

Annie Czerewaty hoped to estab¬ 
lish a colony so that she and her 
husband could sit by the lake out¬ 
side their Firelane 14 home on a 
summer evening without getting 
eaten alive by insects. She had no 
idea when she and her husband put 
up the first house six years ago, 
attracting four adults, how much 
she would come to love the birds 
that arrive mid-April like clock¬ 
work. The largest of the swallow 
family, they send scouts a few days 
ahead to scope out nesting loca¬ 
tions, she says, before a flock of up 
to 50 adults returns faithfully to 
have their babies. They take off 
about three weeks after the young 
ones begin to fly, usually late 
August, gathering in large flocks to 
make the long trip to warmer cli¬ 
mates such as Costa Rica. 

Czerewaty isn't sure how unusual 
it is to successfully establish a 
colony in this area—she knows 
though that a neighbour was 
unable to attract the birds to a 
house nearby, and so she inherited 
a second compartmentalized struc¬ 
ture, and sure enough, a second 
colony. 

This season, however, was not a 
good one for Czerewaty or the birds 
she has become so attached to. 

It quickly became obvious to her 
that the first babies to hatch 
not doing well. Although she can't 
be sure of the cause, she believes a 
nearby lot, with tall grass that hasn't 
been cut all season, harbours para¬ 
sites that threaten purple martins. A

program of older folk and 
we need some young peo¬ 
ple, and I think the new 
facility will attract the 
young people.” 

While the move has 
evoked mixed emotions, 
Pettit says that even 
though some of the tradi¬ 
tion - most notably the 
new sites use of artificial 
grass instead real turf - 
will be left behind, there 
are plenty of reasons to be 
excited about the new 
location. 

“With the new sites sur¬ 
face our bowling season 
will be extended,” said 
Pettit.
